This is the most extreme proposal that has yet 
come from the prohibitionists. It places its author 
in the very vanguard of fanaticism. But the-entire 
speech is an astonishing utterance, and, coming 
from a man of Mr. Pinchot’s eminence, training and 
undoubted qualities, it demonstrates that there is 
no length to which obsession will not go. 


Pinchot, is based on a false premise. He asserts, 
for instance, that the violation of the prohibition 
law is confined to the “cpiminal elements."” “That 


the Government of the United States, the most pow- 


erful nation on earth, with the people overwhelm- 
ingly behind it, is powerless before a few thousand, 
or a few hundred thousand, of assorted law break- 
ers, is unthinkable.” 

If that were the situation there would be no pro- 
hibition problem atall. But regardless of how the 
American people have voted on prohibition in loca) 
and even State elections, and regardless of the hur- 


rah with which Legislature after Legislature ratl- 


tled the eighteenth amendment under the lash of the
